And J inſure pou, 
they that cal my lo:de of Wincheſter a wolf, 
Do raile. Humer. Chꝛiſt( whiche denied that he 
had any kingdome in this woꝛlde and r 
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ſed to be a ſecular rueler, whiles he would 
nether condemne the adulteres, nether hear 
the cauſe of the two bꝛethꝛen that were at de 
bate foꝛ the diuiſion of their heritage) called 
Herode a Foxe, who was of as great aucto⸗ 
rite as Steuẽ gardiner is, he called the pꝛie⸗ 
ſtes, Scribes, and Phariſes, (rulers in their 
vocations) Vipers bꝛode, Wolues, Hipocri⸗ 
tes, Tumbes full of rotten g ſtinking bones, 
and edders. The Apoſtles, being only pꝛea⸗ 
chers, and no pꝛinces, and namely Paule, 
handeled the enemies of Chꝛiſtes Goſpel af 
ter the (ame maner,and called ſome of them 
childꝛen of the Deuel, as he called rhe Soꝛ⸗ 
cerer, Act. iʒ. and he called the men of Candy 
liers, ſlowe bellies, and euell beaſtes. J nede 
not to reherſe how ſharply the pꝛophetes re 
buked the Ringes and pꝛinces in the olde te 
ſtament, fo: ye now that they ſpared no ma, 
Then if that the Pꝛophetes, if Chꝛiſt and his 
Apoſtles railed not, then raile J not, fo: J 
do none other pin the 12 dyd. Dean. The 
Pꝛophetes wit Cheift is Apoſtles were 
miniſters apointed fo: har office , and they 
had this in their cõmiſſion, that they ſhould 
ſhewe all men their fautes, bit J Fnowe no 
uche cõmiſſion that por haue. Hunter. A haue 
ad cõmiſſion of God, and Ring Henry the V 
eight, and of Ring E his ſonne, and E· 0 
of both their counſelles R read and 
ij. te 
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to interpꝛete the ſcripture and although that 
my auctoꝛite that I had of the.ij. foꝛnamed 
pꝛinces be woꝛne out and diſanulled by the 
cõming in of a newe gouernour: J thinke in 
mp conſcience that IJ haue pet ſtil as muche 
of Gods cõmiſſion remaining ſtil, vnabro⸗ 
gate by any mannes 2 that therby N 
map call a wolfe a wolſe, and geue warning 
vnto my bꝛethꝛen that they beware that they 
be not woꝛried of wolues foꝛ lacke of war⸗ 
ning. Dean. Why go pe not to him a tel him 
that he is a wolfe, perchaunce he wolde a⸗ 


mende his maners, if pe wolde tell him his 


fautes charitably. Humer. It is not the ma⸗ 
ner that the hunter ſhould to him ſelfe vnto 
the wilde beaſt, but he hathe done hys 
parte if he hath ſent his houndes vnto him. 
Dean. What meane pe by that. Huner. I mea⸗ 
ne that is enoughe at this time, and in this 
part of the woꝛlde, to witte vnto him, and to 
tell him his fautes in writing, though J co⸗ 
me no nearer. Dean. The ſcripture teacheth 
vou, that if pour bꝛother offend pou that pou 
oucht to rebuke him betwene him and you 
alone, and if he heare pou not, then to tel the 
hole Churche. Hunter, Theſe woꝛdes of Chꝛiſt 
arc ſpoken of a pꝛiuate offence, that is cõmit 
ted againſt one pꝛiuate mã, and not of an o⸗ 
pen faute , whiche is both knowen vnto the 


Church 
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Churche, and hath Hurt the hole Church ab 
ſo. The ſcripture teacheth vs, that he 45 
fendeth openly, ſhould be rebuked openlp, 
whos map be afrapde to offend therby. But 
what if he had offended me alone, were N 
bounde to go to rebuke him, that would caſt 
me in pꝛiſon and fil me, if that J came with 
in his reache? Should Elias haue done wel 
if he had come to Achab g to Jeſabel, when 
as they would haue Filled him: f he did 
wel and wiſelp, that came not vnto his moꝛ⸗ 
tall enempes, but kept hun ſelfe alofe, then 
do not N pll to wꝛite vnto him, and to kepe 
my ſelfe from him, vntill his teth be bꝛoken 
foꝛ feare of byting. Dean. J maruell why pe 
call him a wolfe, moꝛe Ear all the other by- 
ſhops and pꝛieſtes in Englande. Hunter. Be 
cauſe he is the pꝛincipall wolfe, x fo: a great 
part the hole cauſe, of Þ great and excedinge 
nomber of wolues that we now haue, foꝛ 
allthe while that he was hid in his denne, 
the great nomber of wolues that go ab:ode; 
now openlp, and woꝛrp and fil euery where 
played the Foxes in their holes, but within 
viſ.dapcs after that he came abꝛode, and be 
gan to woꝛrp and fil, al the other wolues en 
tiſed and boldened by his example, began to 
come out of their holes and confeſſed open⸗ 
ly in ſermones, and in other cõmunication,

coꝛding to their ſaying, and old nature, they 
haue caſten into their ſlaughterhouſe, all the 
pꝛincipal ſhepe o A5 h flocke, and certain 
of the ſhepherdes alſo, that euer as they are 
hongrpe they maye fil them, as they dyd 
Fraß, Barnes, Jerome, Garret, & Laſſels, 
with diuers other, Dean As farre as J can 
gather by pour communication, ye mate not 
onelp the biſhop of Wincheſter a wolfe, but 
alſo all the biſhops of Englãd wolues with 
him. Humer. I tate the biſhop of Wincheſter, 
and all the meſſe pꝛieſtes of Englande that 
conſent vnto his doctrine, and doinges, foꝛ 
wolues. Dean. As it is eaſp to call all the bis 
ſhops a pꝛieſtes yl Englande that are meſſe 
ſapers,and pꝛeache the olde learning which 
pe call p iftric wolues , ſo is it very harde 
to pꝛoue them wolues, Hunter. Saint Paul in 
the. xx. of the Actes of the Apoſtles , pꝛophe⸗ 
cieth, that greuous wolues ſhall enter into 


b churche, which ſhall not ſpare the flocke:

the ſame Paule pꝛophecieth Þ ſame, in bothe 
Tpules har rae 1— Timothe. 
cter alſo in his later epiſtle , Popper f

e church ſhall come amonge his ſhepe, into 
the churche, but the churche of England, is 
Chꝛiſtes Church and the people of it are Fe 


ſhepe. Therfoꝛe accoꝛding vnto the pꝛophe⸗ 
ms of Chꝛiſt, and his Apoſtles, we muſte be⸗ 
eue that we haue, one tpme 02 other, falſe 
pꝛophetes, but the lape men are not the pꝛo⸗ 
phetes, and there muſte nedes be falſe pꝛo⸗ 
heres, and there are no mo oꝛders of men, 
ut ether lap men oꝛ pꝛieſtes, then when lay 
men can not be the falſe pꝛophetes, thẽ muſt 
it folowe that the pꝛieſtes are the falſe pꝛo⸗ 
phe res. Dean. N graũt that Chꝛiſt and the A⸗ 
poſtles p:ophecied, falſe pꝛophetes ſhould 
come, and ] ſape that they cꝛme in dede, ſo⸗ 
me euen in the [Apoſtles times, as Ebion g 
Cerinthus, and afterward Arius, Oonarus, 
Pelagius, Mahumet and a great ſo:te mo. 
Hunter. Chꝛiſt and his Apoſtles ſpake not of 
the time onlpe, that immediatlye came after 
them, but rather of 5 later times, and of the 
laſt times of all.

of the woꝛlde. Paule pꝛophecieng of the falſe 


pꝛophetes ſpeafeth thus of them, sS piritus cer- 


to loquitur, quod in poſterioribus temporibus deſciſcent 
quidam a fide. cc. Che Spirite ſpeaketh ob a 
ſuertp, that in the later times, ſome ſhall de⸗ 
parte from 2 Faith. In Ne ſeconde epiſtle 
vnto Timothe and in the thirde chapter, he 
Wy thi's,Fnowe pou that in the laſt day⸗ 
es (hal come and dꝛawe nere perillus times, 
and men ſhall ariſe that haue the images of 
godlines , but ſball denye the effect of it in 
dede. Peter alſo in the thirde chapter, of his 
ſecõde epiſtle, ſ aieth that in extremis diebus, that 
is in the laſte dapes, ſhall come mockers. gc. 
* the pꝛopheſies of Chꝛiſt and the A⸗ 
poſtles do bre wirneſſe that the falſe pꝛo⸗ 
phetes ſhall kriſe in the laſte times, and not 
only a litle after their times, as pe vnderſtãd 
8 Well, then map we trulpe vnder⸗ 

ande the aboue reherſed pꝛophecies, to per 
teine vnto Mahumet, and to all them 175 
pꝛeache and teache his lawe, whereof is a 
greater nomber then of chꝛiſten preachers , 
Hunter. Paule actes p̃. 20. pꝛophecieng of the 
falſe pꝛophets, ſaieth, Ex uobis ipſis exorientur ut 
ri loquentes peruerſa. c. There ſhall ſpꝛinge out

Reaſon ſayeth ſo, but how pꝛoue you 
this by the ſcripture, Fo: except ye can pꝛoue 
this by the ſcripture there are many that wil 
not belene you, that murder may be coͤmit⸗ 
ted by not fedyng, and not criyng againſt the 
peoples vices. Humer. The Loꝛde God ſayeth 
in the. xxxiij.of Ezechi. Yf I bꝛing he ſwerd 
vpon the earth, and the people of the earth, 
take a man of thepꝛ countre, and make him 
their watchman, and if he ſe the ſwerd com⸗ 
myng vpon the earth and then blowe with 
his trompet, and warne the people plainlp x 
they heare the voice of the trompes and will 
not be warned, if the ſwerde come and take 
them awaye, their owne bloude vpon their 
owne heades , But if the warchman ſe the 
fwerde coming, and blow nor his hoꝛne, and 
the people be not plainly * þ ſwerd, 

eb, come 
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tome, and they be Filled, the people are killed 

oꝛ their wickedneſſe, yet wil J require the 

loude of my people vi that watchmannes 
bande, Thus Gre bath God ſpoken. You 
may ſe that my parable and this dothe acre 
together. The Loꝛde in the ſame chapter de- 
clareth, his parable thus. O thou 4 of 
man, J haue made thee a watcheman to the 
houſe of Iſrael that thou may heare woꝛde 
our of my mouth, a tha: maye warne them 
3 in my name. 9 I ſaye vnto the wic⸗ 

ed, thou wicked, ſurely thou ſhalte dye, and 
thou wilt not ſpeake vnto him, that he leaue 
his wicked 3 ſhall dye in his wicked⸗ 
nes, but his bloud wil J require at thy had. 
Nowe ſyꝛ haue ye heard it plainly ſpoFen 
without any parable, by Gods owe mouth 
that the wat chman which wil not geue war 
ninge vnto his flock, is giltie of bloude. But 
none are giltie of bloude but murderers, but 
dum paſtoꝛes are giltie of bloud, therfoꝛe 
they are murderers and ſo ſpiritual wolues. 
If theſe places be not thought ſufficient to 
pꝛoue that vnpꝛeaching pꝛelates, are falſe pꝛo 
phetes and ſo wolues and murderers, J wil 
alledge mo places to ſatisfie them that are 
not yet ſatisfied, Almighty God ſayeth Eze⸗ 
chiel the. xxiiij. Sonne of Man, pꝛophecie 
Hou againſt the paſtoꝛes, oꝛ ſhepherdes of 


Iſrael, and thou ſhalt ſaye vnto them: * 


be vnto the ſpepherdes of Iſrael, which ha⸗ 


ue fed them ſelues, ought not ſhepherdes to 


ede their flocke? e eate the fatte, pe are clo⸗ 
FD with þ wolle, ye fil it that is * fede 
not the flocke, ye bade not ſtrenghtned the 
weyke, A not gone to heale the ſick, ye 
= not bounde rp, it that was bꝛoken, ye 


aue not bꝛought home agayne it that was 

ꝛyuen awaye, and ye haue not ſought it that 
was loſte, but ye haue ben loꝛdes ouer them 
in hardnes, and cruelnes, they haue ſtrayed 
out of the wape beyng without a ſhepherde, 
« they haue bene meat to euery beaſt, whilſe 
they wandered. My flocke hath wãdered in 
in all montaines, and in euery hyßh hill, and 
vpon all places of the earth, haue my ſhepe 
bene ſcattered, and there was nene to ſeke 
them, ther ſoꝛe heare ye 0 ſhepherdes þ weꝛde 
of the Loꝛde. As truely as J lyue, Iwill po⸗ 
nyſe you, becauſe my ſhepe were takẽ awap, 
and were pꝛayes to euery beaſt of the felde, 
becauſe there was no ſhepherd, and becauſe 
my ſtepherdes haue not ſought fo: my ſſepe 


but the ſſepherdes haue fed debe 


Therfoꝛe ye ſhepherdes , heare the woꝛde o 
the Lorde Beholde I am againſt the Reo 
erdes,and A wil require my ſhepe of their 
andes. Now J troxeethat I have pꝛoued, 
that al the vnpꝛeaching pꝛelates of Englãd, 
are theues, murderers, and wolues and that

two pꝛoperties of a falſe pꝛophete, agre vnto 
our dum paſtoꝛes, and ſo are they falſe pꝛo⸗ 
phetes, that the hole ſcripture crieth qut vpõ 


and coͤdemneth. Dean. Then the vnpꝛeaching 


pꝛelates as ye cal them, are not hole falfe pꝛo 
phetes, becauſe they haue not all the pꝛoper⸗ 
ties of a falſe prophet, Hunter. There are ina⸗ 
ny kindes of falſe pꝛophetes, g who ſo euer 
hath any one of the pꝛoperties of any of thoſe 
kindes, is a EE p:ophete.Ch:iſt taFeth hym, 
fo: a falſe pꝛophete, in the.x. of John, that is 
vnſent, and entereth into the office of a pꝛo⸗ 
phete oꝛ ſhepherde not thoꝛow Chꝛiſt, but clĩ⸗ 
meth in another way, his woꝛdes in latin ar 
theſe: Bo non intrat per hoſtium, in ſtabulum outum 
ſed aſcendit aliunde, ille fur eft & latro . That is, he 
that entereth not into the ſhepfolde by the do 
re, but climeth in another waye he is a thefe 
and a murderer, almightye God in the. xi. of 
Zachari, painting and deſcribing an other 
finde of falſe pꝛophetes, ſaicth after the olde 
tranſlation. O paſtor & idolum derelinquens grege, 
O ſhepherde and idole which leaueth oꝛ foꝛ⸗ 
ſaketh his flock. In the Surif tranſlation.

Dean The pooze pres | 
ſtes of Englande, haue not deſerued, to ha⸗ 
ue the names of dogges, and wolucs, foꝛ not 
feding of the people, fo: they miniſter the ſa⸗ 
cramentes, they pꝛay, they ſinge and ſaß god 
des ſeruice, and they read the holy ſcripture 
which is ſufficient fode foꝛ flo ſoules of all 
their pariſhioners and hole flocke, alſo the bi 
ſhoppes do as muche good in their dioceſes, 
as a ſoꝛte of pꝛating pꝛeachers haue done, 


whilfe they heare cauſes of hereſie, of foꝛni⸗

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and ſtande in the greateſt cities of their dio⸗ 
ceſes, as it were in high toppes of motaines 
to ſpie whether any heretical Wolues, come 
into their floctes 02 no, and if they ſpie any, 
do caſt them into Þ fire, becauſe they are em- 
baſſadoures, becauſe they are counſellers, be 
cauſe they are Amners and Chanceloures, - 
and ſuche like officers, and are thus wel oc⸗ 
cupied, and do as muche good, as oure pꝛa⸗ 
ting preachers do(as ye vnaduiſedli cal the) 
J anſwere, that the doyng of all theſe thin⸗ 
ges, diſcharge them not, from the true g wel 
deſerued names of dum hene 


bers and wolues , Fo he that kepeth all the 
viij.laſte cõmaũdements, q bꝛeaketh the two 
firſt cõmaundementes, which are two of the 
moſte pꝛincipall comaundementes , is bert 
of all * reſte:and ſhalbe damned foꝛ ÿ bꝛea⸗ 
king of theſe two. What if J graunted yon 
2 all theſe dedes which ye ſaid the vnpꝛea 
ching pꝛelates were occupied in, were belög 
pngz to their vocation euen accoꝛding vnto-p 
oꝛdinaũce of —— knowe the contrary 
to be truc)yet J wil pꝛoue you that the pꝛea⸗ 
ching of Goddes wo2de, is alſo belonging 
vnto all biſhoppes, and paſtoꝛes, oꝛ ſhepher⸗ 
des, foꝛ Chꝛiſt ſapth to p paſtores 02 ſhepher 
des, go and teache all nations, and Baptiſe 
— the name of the Father, and of the 

ne, and of the holy Goſte, teaching them 
C. iiij. to 


to kepe all thinges , which I haue cõmann 
ded you. And in the. xvi. of Marke he ſaieth, 
go into all the woꝛlde, and pꝛeache the Goſa 
pell vnto euery creature, then is . a 
werke neceſſarely required, of all paſtoꝛes 
biſhoppes. Wherfoꝛe yf they do not this 
moſte excellent woꝛke that belongeth vnto a 
ſhepherde, they are giltie, and are bꝛeakers of 
all the other wozfes that belonge vnto a biſ⸗ 
Hop, oꝛ a ſhepherde. Ezechiel, (as J aledged 
him beſore ) maketh all paſtores that 2 
not the amendement ove vnto the people, 
geue not the expreſſed warning, to 5 
their liues:to be murderers. Phe do ſo, ſo 
may J do the life. The may J call them well 
enough murderers, a therfore falſe prophe⸗ 
tes «© wolues, Wel then when as no ma can 
deny, but that preaching is the principall of⸗ 
fice that belongeth vnto a biſhop or ſhepherd 
though al your lately named dedes, were of⸗ 
ices belonging vnto their vocation : yet for 
al that, the doing of all them, ſhould not diſ⸗ 
charge them from the wrath of God, foꝛ coͤ⸗ 
mitting of murder, if he murdereth, that fe⸗ 
deth not. Which thinge 5 (hall declare vnto 
you, by theſe two ſimilitudes 0 likneſſes. YN 
e 


Q Hurſe praied euery daye.iij. houres foꝛ 
Tthilde which ſhe hath takẽ in hande to fede, 

and ſange other. ij. houres, and waſhed the 

childe as cleane as it were poſſible foz a wo⸗ 


mã to do, 4 yet gaue Þ child no mylke, nor fed 
it, but ſuffred it to dye for höger, I thinke for 
al hir praiyng e ſaiyng, ſinging a waſhing , 
ſhe were a murdereſſe. Yf i a watch man 
were hyred of all the citizens of a citie to 
watche the citie, and this watchman wente 
ont of his watching place,and went intothe 

cine anThelpedthemaſons,to bilde the wal 
les, or dyd any ſuche like thinge, wherof 
had no charge, or comaundement , and

reaching of Goddes worde,and ſuffer the 
ocke to periſhe foꝛ lacke of pꝛeachinge, are 
iltie of the bloud of all them that peryſhe fot 
ck of prong of goddes worde vnto the, 
Alſo when as God hath 02dened biſhoppes 
to be watchmẽ ouer their flockes, if they lea⸗ 
ue their office vndone, and go awaye from 
their flocke, and playe the Counſelours, Am⸗ 
ners, and Chaũceloꝛes, if any of their flocke 
periſhe for lack of keping, they are ſoule mur⸗ 


derers 
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derers and therfoꝛe wolues, and worſe then 
dogges. Where as ye ſaye * perſones 
ſede Chꝛiſtes flock ſufficiently, __ they 
rede the woꝛde of God, whiche is ſufficient 
fode foꝛ all their flockes: J ſaye that it is true 
that the woꝛde of God is ſufficient fode fox 
all their pariſhoners, if that u were mini⸗ 
ſtred and ſerued out , vnto the people , as it 
ſhould be. But the reading of it in a ſtraunge 
rouge fFocrh not Chꝛiſtes flock, and the woꝛd 
of God ſpoken and red in a ſtraunge tonge, 
and not expoũded, ſaueth not che flock from 
the wolues,nether doth the only reading of 
Goddes woꝛd, diſcharge the ſhepherd from 
the rightly deſerued name of a murdercr . 
35 as if an Engliſhe ma, which were made 
e watchmã of Barwik, if he ſaw rhe Scot 
tes come toward Barwick, and ſpate to the 
citezins and ſouldiers of the citie, ether only 
pd oK07TCH in Greke, o: uentunt Scoti in la 
tin g would not ſaye in Englyſhe, the Scot⸗ 
tes come, and the people woſte not what the 
watch man ſaid, and ſo were ſodenly taken of 
the Scottes, and were fo: the moꝛe part fil- 
led, were he not a murderer , were he not 
worthy to be hanged fo: his labour. Euen 
ſo, the parſon oꝛ biſhop, that readeth the ſcri⸗ 
pture, wherein are contained all woꝛdes of 
warning of al men frs al perils in a ſtraũge 
tonge that the people vnderſtandeth not Oh 
| t 
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they do that ſaye and nge theſe good war⸗ 
ning woꝛdes of God in latine, vnto the vn⸗ 
learned people, Pœnitentiam agite apropinguabit 
regnum celorum.Nifi conuerſi fueritis, gladium xibra- 
uit, arcum ſuum tetendit & parauit il lum. Niſi 15. res 
natus furrit ex aqua & Spiritu , non poteſt videre re- 
gm dei. Qui bona egerunt ibumt in uitam æternam, 
gnem æternum, with ſuche other 


qui uero mala in i 
ike, if the people periſhe foꝛ lacke of vnderſtã 
ding of þ warning, he is a murderer, a thefe 
and a wolfe. Anſwere me J pꝛaye you what 
better are the pariſhon ers foꝛ hearing of it 
which they vnderſtande not. Dean. Thoughe 
the people vnderſtande not the ſcripture in 
latine, yet God vnderſtandeth it, and ſo t 
pleaſe bim therwith, as ſaint Paul ſaieth.i. 
Coꝛin.xiiij.he p̊ ſpeateth in a tonge, he ſpea⸗ 
eth not vnto men, but vnto God, foꝛ no man 
heareth but in ſpꝛite he ſpeaketh miſteries . 
Lo here ſeint Paul aloweth that a biſhop oꝛ a 
paſtoꝛ ſhould ſpeake vnto God in a ſtraunge 
tonge, foꝛ ſo is the woꝛde, tonge, taken there, 
which thinge ye ſeme to deny whiles ye call 
them Wolues and falſe Pꝛophetes, ð ſpeake 
vnto God in a ſtraunge tonge. Hunter. It is

true that he that ſpeaketh in a ſtraũge to 
ſpeaketh vnto God, J graunt alſo that 

Dauldorh not condemne ſtraũge tonges, but 
ye can not pꝛoue therby that a perſone that 
ſpeaketch in a ſtraunge tonge, is 332 4 
| 9 
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charged fro preaching, and declaring of the 
wyll of God vnto the people, as foꝛ the ton⸗ 
ges, J loue them as well as any latine rea⸗ 
ding ſacrificer in Englande * I thinke 
that J haue ſtudied the tonges as muche, as 
ye haue, and can parauenture ſpeaFe as ma⸗ 
ny ſpeches as you can, therfoꝛe I would ye 
ſhould not thinke that J do deſpiſe ſtraunge 
tonges, foꝛ they are the gyfte of 5 holy goſte. 
But J| ſaye vnto you that the tonges are not 
ſo neceſſary vnto the cõgregation, as the de⸗ 
claring of ſcripture is, and he ronges are 


not to be alowed in the churche , except they 
be declared openly:and that they vnexpoun⸗ 
ded do no good at all vnto the congregation 
(although he that wil pꝛay ſecretly in a tong 
may do it wel enough) this ſhal IJ pꝛoue you 
by the ſame chapter, out of which you aleged 
your auctoꝛite. Saint Paule ſaieth, he that 
pꝛophecieth, that is, (he that expoundeth the 
Scripture) ſpeaketh bylding 02 edification 
vnto the people;er oꝛting and confoꝛting, he 
that ſpeaketh in a ſtraunge tonge, bildeth oꝛ 
pꝛofiteth him ſelfe, but he that pꝛeacheth bil⸗ 
deth and pꝛofiteth the congregation. Qut of 
the which woꝛdes of Paule, Igather plain⸗ 
, that he that readeth latine in the Engliſh 
churche, doth pꝛofit no man but him ſelfe, & 
ſo might as well kepe him at home in his 
chamber, foꝛ any good that he doth br 5 
5 "| chur 
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churche, vnto Engliſhe men, that vnderſtãd 
no latine, as to come and reade any latine 
there. Are not theſe readers of latine woꝛthy 
to haue ſuche great liuinges as they haue? 
J gather alſo that expoundyng of the ſcri 
ture, oꝛ preaching of Goddes worde, is the 
moꝛe excellent office and woꝛke in Chꝛiſtes 
churche thẽ reading is, then how ſhal a pꝛeſt 
be excuſed from 8 . greater by doinge 
of the leſſe? q yet the leſſe wherof we ſpeafe, 
is not required of God at al in his churche , 
although the latine Pope requireth Þ al they 
that are members of his Latine and Romi 
churche with him, and namely al the pꝛeſtes 
after his oꝛder, ſhoulde onely reade Latine in 
the churche, in a remẽbꝛance that he is head 
of al them that reade latine in the churche, x 
335 he — inbꝛin wo latine — — 
this parte of Europa. The ſame Paule ſayth 
alſo, wil that — ſpeake with — 12 
yet moꝛe that ye ſhould pꝛophecie oꝛ declare 
the ſcripture, foꝛ he is greater that pꝛopheci 
eth, then he that ſpeaketh in tonges, excepte 
he expound, that 4 churche maye take ſome 
pꝛofit therby. cc. f a trompet gene an vncer⸗ 
taine ſound, who ſhall make him ſelfe ready 
to fight? Euẽ ſo liFewiſe except ye gene foꝛth 
a ſpeche that betoFeneth ſomething:how ſhal 
it be vnderſtande that is ſaid rec. As ofte as 
Fe come together, euery one of you bath hig 
tonge 
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tonge, he hath his learning, he hath his re⸗ 
uelation, he hath his interpꝛetation. Let all 
thinges be done to the pꝛofit of the churche, 
whether a man ſpeaketh in tonges, let it be 
done by two 02 thꝛe at the vt termoſt that 
one after another, and let one expound oꝛ de 
clare, if there be no expounder, let him holde 
bis peace in the churche, but let him ſpeake 
to him ſelfe, and to God. Theſe woꝛdes are 
not only Paules, but alſo the holy Goſtes 
woꝛdes, then if ye wil belene the holy Goſt, 
no ma ought to ſpeake in any ſtraũge tonge, 
except one interpꝛete oꝛ expounde it that is 
read oꝛ ſpoken, wherevpon it foloweth, that 
all the pꝛeſtes in Englande, that reade latine 
in the Engliſhe churche, whiche vnderſtan⸗ 
deth no latine if they expounde not the ſame 
bꝛeake the open cõmaundement of God. Js 
it now like the god wil alow latine reading 
of vnlerned pꝛeſtes without any expounding 
of it that is read in an Engliſſe Church, ſox 
his ſeruice, and a good woꝛke, whiche he ex⸗ 
pꝛeſſedly fo:biddeth his owne ſelfe in expꝛeſ⸗ 
ſed woꝛdes? I foꝛ my parte trote nay. And 
where as ye ſaye that though the cõmon peo 
ple vnderſtandeth no latine, that God vnder 
ſtandeth it well enoughe, meaning thereby 
that it is not neceſſary that the people ſhould 
vnderſtande it that is red in the churche, ſo 
that God vnderſtande it: J axe you . 
a 
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all that the pꝛeſte readeth in the churche, is 
ſaid vnto God alone, oꝛ to = people alone. 
If all be ſaid vnto the people alone, then is 
all the labour loſte that is beſtowed in ſpea⸗ 
king of latine vnto them that vnderſtande 
none. Oꝛ if part be ſpokẽ vnto the vnlearned 
people, that parte is alſo loſte. f that al that 
is red in the church be ſaid vnto God (as ye 
ſeme to meane. Where as ye ſaye that God 
vnderſtandeth latine wel enough, though $ 
people vnderſtande it not) then ſaye the pꝛe⸗ 
ſtes vnto God all theſe ſaiynges: Poſtula a me 
& dabo tibi gentes hæreditatem tuam, ſeruite domino, 
in timore,apprehendite diſciplinam ne quando iraſcatur 
Dominus & pereatis de uia iuſta Iraſcimini & nolite 
peccare,ſacrificate ſacrificium iuſticiæ & ſperate in Do 
mino, uiſi cõuerſi fueritis, gladium uibrauit & parauit 
illud, non occides,non committes adulterium , ne ĩuretis 
omnino.V/ # uobis qui ſaturati eflis,quia eſurietit, VE 
uobis cum laudauerint uos omnes homines, pœnitentiam 
agite, appropinquabit regnum cœlorum. 

If the pꝛeſtes ſay theſe ſayinges vnto God, 
is not this a pꝛety pꝛeachinge, oꝛ rather pꝛa⸗ 
ting vnto almighty God. Yf they ſaye them 
in latine vnto vnlearned men, they are neuer 
the better, fo2 hearing of thoſe woꝛdes that 
they vnderſtande not, and ſo alwayes the las 
bour of the pꝛeſt is loſte whether he exhoꝛte 
God to holines, in a tonge that he vnderſtã⸗ 
deth, oꝛ he exhoꝛteth men to vertuouſnes, by 
ſpeaking of latine to them, which vnderſtãde 
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not one woꝛde of latine,and therfoꝛe take no 
pꝛofit therby, therfoꝛe your reading of latine 
to God, helpeth nothing the congregation , 
/ Where as you ſaye that your biſhops which 
Cem f 
are Chauncelers, Amners, and ſecular coun⸗ 
ſellers, are as well occupied as our pꝛatinge 
pꝛeachers are, Ithinke that ye diſhoneſt © 
 rG5+ oꝛder of Elders, and their office alſo, « ſpeak 
openly againſt the ſcripture, foꝛ Chꝛiſte leide 
t Mary chuſed the better parte, whiche

The hole rable of papiſtes 
thorow out al the realme, is ſo couetous, that 
Fe (hal very ſeldome finde any in al Englad, 
that is a rightſhapen papiſt, but he hath thꝛe 
02 foure honeſt mennes liuinges. As fo2 glo 
tony, which Eſay in the, xxviij. and, lvi. c Eze 
5 in the. xiij. and. xxxiij. and Paule to the 
omains the. xvi. and to the Philippiãs the 
iij. among all other properties of falſe pꝛo⸗ 
Pose; reh 1 Vs as one not of the leſte: may 
e founde a thinge dayly occupied in the ca⸗ 
thedꝛall churches, rohere as the Canonnes 
ſoꝛ a great parte do nothinge els but ſerue 
hen bellies, Loke vpon their chekes & vpon 


— 


their great panches, and ye ſhall finde that 


they ſerue their God the belly, very faithfully 
Aman that loketh verye well vpon Pos 
wou 
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would thinke that he is not behind with his 
parte. An other pꝛopertie of a falſe pꝛophete 
1s to be cruel and wy wag. , as Jeremy 
in the. xxiij. and Ezechiel in the. xxij. chapter 
doth beare witnes. Baue our pꝛelates no⸗ 
thing to do with murder: I thinke if we wil 
examine them well, we ſhall finde them ſo 
bloudthurſtye that foꝛ that pꝛopertie alone, 
they might not vnwoꝛthely be called wolues 
and falſe pꝛo po Foꝛ beſides that they Fil 
the ſoules of their pariſßioners and dioceſa⸗ 
nes, ether foꝛ lacke of the woꝛde of God, oꝛ 
els with the poiſoned bꝛeade of hereſie and 
apiſtrie, they kill diuers other wayes, as in 
ackbiting, beliyng and flandzing ofthe true 
pꝛeachers, and in filling the bodies of the ſa 
me, The Clergy of Englande killed Bilney, 8 
Baynã, Bayfeld, and Antony Perſon, Me⸗ 
Fes Lambert and Philips, with many other 
whoſe names come not nowe to my remem⸗ 
bꝛaunce. But the Wolfe of Wincheſter, ſoꝛ 
his part alone, killed Barnes, Jerom, a Gar 
ret. The citie of London, the towones of Col⸗ ' 
geſter, Bꝛaintre, a Chenſfurth, can tell howe 
many his felowe bloudye Boner hath killed. 
And nowe of late theſe olde murdering wol 
nes whicb haue ben a great whyle hogry in 
their dennes: when as they are bꝛokẽ loſe (e⸗ 
nen as great maſties do mote harme that ar 
cõmonſy tied, when as they bꝛeake loſe, then 
E. j. other 
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other do that comonly roue abꝛod at liberty) 
haue killed a great ſoꝛte in their mindes and 
deſiers, and haue caſten them into pꝛiſon, þ 
they may fil them in dede, as they — fi 

led them in tought, er if the caſting of them 
into pꝛiſon alone 0 t haue killed the, ther 
had none of theym al ben alyue at this tyme, 
(as perchaunce ſome ſhall periſhe foꝛ colde x 
acke of good Feping.) But becauſe the pꝛiſõ 
can not Fil them all, as their deſire is, they lay 
ſedition and treaſon vnto their charges, that 
they maye diſpatche them the ſoner that way 
as the olde pꝛeſtes and phariſes handeled 
Chꝛiſt and his Apoſtles after him. Fo: when 
as the magiſtrates would not kill them foꝛ 
hereſie and falſe doctrine, the bloudy wolues 
layed ſeditiõ and treaſon vnto their charges, 
as our wolues do at this tyme. Nowe when 
as Steuen Gardiner, and Edmond Bonar, 
with the other nomber of bloudſkcding bi⸗ 
ſhoppes and pꝛeſtes, haue the very ſame pꝛo⸗ 
perties, that the olde falſe pꝛophetes, « woꝛ⸗ 
riyng wolues had, J ſe no cauſe but J maye 
lawfully call them wolues. Dean. The moſte 
parte of the places, which ye haue alleged as 
yet, are taken out of the olde teſtamẽt, which 
ſemeth not to be of ſuche fo:ce now in the ty- 
me of the newe teſtament, as they might be 
that are taFen out of the new teſtament, be- 


cauſe the olde teſtament ſpeaketh many thin⸗ 
| ges 


ges in figures and tropes, which are harde 
to vnderſtande, when as the newe teſtament 
declareth the olde, and ſpeaketh all thinges 
without figures, wherfoꝛe if ye will pꝛoue a⸗ 
ny thinge ſubſtantially ; ye muſte pꝛoue it by 
the newe teſtament and not by the olde. Alſo 
the biſhoppes haue not killed them that ye 
ſpeake of, but the magiſtrates and the Finges 
officers, Hiter.Yf that Þ alleging of the nero 
teſtament, will bꝛinge you to the light of the 
trueth J wil 7 it moꝛe largely, not with 
ſtãding, that J alleged no trope noꝛ figures, 
out of the olde teſtament but moꝛall lawes 
which ſhal endure foꝛ euer. Alſo J haue alle⸗ 
ged diners places out ofthe new teſtament, 
wherof euen but one alone, had bene ſuffici- 
ent enough to haue gotten credence, fo: that 
thinge that deſired to be beleued in. But 
to pꝛoue it fully that J haue taken in hande 
to pꝛoue: J ſhall * that Gardiner the bi⸗ 
ſhop of Wincheſter, and all his felowes of 
that oꝛder that he is of, haue the pꝛoperties 
of Þ falſe pꝛophetes that are ſpoken of in the 
newe teſtament. Chꝛiſt in the. vij. of Mathen 
ſaieth, that falſe pꝛophetes go in lambes clo⸗ 
thing, and in warde are rauening Wolues. 
The meſſemongers of Englande ˖go in ſße⸗ 
pes clothing, that is, they ſhewe great holi⸗ 
nes in their outwarde apparel, they haue. iiij 
coꝛnered cappes, to ſignifie that they go Eft, 
E. tj, Weſt, 


Weſt, Noꝛth, and South, to pꝛeache Gods 
woꝛde ( howbeit their foure coꝛners maye as 
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Fabour their other ckothes, to ſigniſie the 
implicite of a lambe, and the innocencye of 
e ſame. But I hane pꝛoued befoꝛe that ins 
wardly they are rauening wolues, therfoꝛe 
theſe are the falſe prophcres, that Chꝛiſt bad 
vs beware of. Mathew the. xv. and Marke 
the ſeuenth declare that the pꝛopertie of the 
phariſes which were falſe pꝛophe tes, is to 
- vp their'orpne' traditions , and therby to 
fd. w bich ht 59 J5 the , e 
God, which thing J haue pꝛoued already 
that our biſhoppes and Peter bothe haue 
done, and yet do ſtill. Chꝛiſt in the. x. of John 
maketh all them theues and murderers that 
ar not ſent by him but come in another way. 
I haue pꝛoued alredy that all the vnlearned 
perſones in England, came in another den 
| then 
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then by Chriſt, And now I ſap char al ß on 
meſſeſaying pꝛeſtes in Englande and that 
Ge finde of elders, pꝛeſtes 02 apoſtles, whi⸗ 


che take vpon them to be higher in dignitie, 


en their felowe pꝛeſtes and apoſtles, and 
exerciſe loꝛdſhip ouer them, are not ſente of 
Chꝛiſt, who made not one apoſtle abone ano⸗ 
ther, but gaue them all like auctoꝛite as the 
Goſpels in diuers places beare witnes, na⸗ 
mely Mathew the. xviij. and. xx. Marke the 
ix.and.x. Luke the.xxij.æ in diners other pla⸗ 
ces. Where haue the Te kmens pꝛeſtes a⸗ 
ny woꝛde in the newe Teſtament, wherwith 
they are able to pꝛoue that they are ſente of 
Chꝛiſte? no where, J warrant you in all rhe 
new Teſtament. The newe Teſtament is in 
all places againſt this Finde of pꝛeſthode. 
Then when as nether the meſſep:eſtes ne- 
ther the pꝛoude loꝛdly brſhoppes are ſente of 
Chꝛiſt, it foloweth that x #4 are theues and 
robbers, and ſo falſe pꝛophetes and wolues. 
Chꝛiſt in the. xxiiij. of Mathew deſcribinge 
the falſe pꝛophetes that ſhoulde come in the 
ende of the woꝛlde , ſayeth that they will 
ſaye, that Chꝛiſte is here, and Chꝛiſte is 

ere, that is in this pix and in that pix, in 
this bꝛead and in ꝛead, and ſo do Gar⸗ 
diner with all his ſacramentari ſacrificers. 
Therfoꝛe they are falſe pꝛophetes that Chꝛiſt

the woꝛlde. Paul where as he pꝛophecieth in 
he fozmer Epiſtle to Timothe , of the falſe 
pꝛophetes that ſhoulde come in the later ty⸗ 
mes of the woꝛlde, ſheweth two notable pꝛo⸗ 
perties, wherby they maye be Fnowen , The 
former is, that they ſhould forbid mariage, 
and the ſecond is to forbid certayne kinds of 
meats, that god neuer fo:bad ,theſe two pꝛo 
perties haue they now, whom J call wolues 
and falſe pꝛophetes, for gardiner and his fe⸗ 
lowe Bonar, will alowe no man to be an el⸗ 
der in Chꝛiſtes churche, excepte he firſte foꝛ⸗ 
= mariage, oꝛ mate a ſolemne vow that 
e wil neuer mary. As foꝛ the foꝛbidding of 
certaine meates, at certaine tymes, euery mã 
| _Fnoweththatthey forbid moꝛe earneſtly the 
eating of certaine meates, at certaine times, 
then they foꝛbyd ſwearing oꝛ foꝛſwearing., @ 
ſingle foꝛnicatiõ, and that they poniſhe moze 
euouſly him that eateth fleſhe in 55 2 
bum that defileth a mãnes doughter, oꝛ blaſ⸗ 
phemeth the name of God. Judas in his e⸗ 
piſtel deſcribing falſe pꝛophetes, among di⸗ 
uers other pꝛopertes, reherſeth theſe thꝛe. 
The firſt is that they ar mocked in their dꝛea 
mes, and defile their fleſhe. The ſeconde is, 
that they ſpeake ſwelling wozdes, The third 
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led in their dꝛeames oꝛ no, the boies that ma 
Feth their beddes, the pꝛeſtes that hear their 
confeſſions, and the lauanders that waſſhe 
their ſhetes, can beare witnes againſt them. 
And yet they wil not vſe the lawfull remedy 
that god oꝛdeined againſt ſuche abominable 
6 ſtinking defiling of their bodies ins pe 
imagination of actuall lechery , wꝛought by 
the deuel in their dꝛeames. As fo: pꝛoud woꝛ 
des Wincheſter and his garde of papiſtes 
they want none, fo: he( as ch he had ben 
inge) offered in his orone name, as it was 
repoꝛted vnto me, pardon vnto maiſter Lati⸗ 
mer, if he would tourne from his religion. 

How pꝛoude and lofty his communication 
was to Juge Railes, they that were by, and eye 
hah his tale can tell. Howe flattering he

ſc and oye pꝛeſtes, gyltie of Chꝛiſtes dead 


ecauſe the ſecular ruelers put him to death, 
Said not the hygh pꝛeſtes, we may not kyl a 
ny man, but we haue a lawe, and accoꝛdynge 
vnto that, he muſte die. The hyghe pꝛeſtes, 
when Pilate aſked them what they had to 
laye to Chꝛiſtes charge, anſwered and ſayd , 
fhe were not an euell man, we had not des 
iuered him vnto thee. After the ſame maner 
the pꝛieſtes of Englande with their hyred 
ſlaues, gaue vnto the ſhirife of London mais 
ſter Barnes and his felowes, and whe Ba 
nes a[tco the cauſe of his death. the (hirife 


coulde ſhewe no cauſe at all, and ſo myght 
Pate well cy as Pilare ſapde vnto Chriſte, 
Thy owne contrey men, and 255 pꝛeſtes, 
haue delyuered thee vp vnto me. And the ſhi⸗ 

bt have ſaid vnto the-hye pꝛeſtes, J 
can fynde no cauſe of death in him. But the 
bye pꝛeſtes were giltie of Chziſtes death and 
were the murderers of him, whiles thei ſaid 
we haue a lawe and accozding vnto 7 
muſte dye. And euen ſo was Steuen Gardi 
ner Edmund Bonar wad the reſte of þ bye 
pꝛeſtes, of Engla nde, che killers and win 
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rers of doctoꝛ Barnes, and of all them that 
were burned in England, for holding with 
Gods holy woꝛd, whiles they ſaid that hey 
were heretikes, although the laye mẽ agai 
their willes, were faine to be their toꝛmẽtoꝛs 
and hangmen . Nowe haue J pꝛoued bothe 
by the newe teſtament and olde, that all the 
meſſepꝛeſtes and biſhoppes of Englande, 
are wolues and falſe pzophetes . The ſame 
maye be pꝛoued alſo by the poetes and phi⸗ 
loſophers fo: they haue the properties ihat 
Poetes Philoſophers geue vnto wolues, 
it is a cõmon pꝛouerbe amõòͤgeſt learned me, 
Homo homini Lupus, a man is a Wolfe vnto 
man, that is one man killeth an other, ther⸗ 
foꝛe he that is a killer of his bꝛother, as Gar 
diner is, may wel be called a wolfe.

Therfoꝛe N maye call all the 
other meſſemongers in England Wolucs, 
by the nerve teſtament and olde, and Gardi⸗ 
uer by the ſame, a wolfe, and by philoſe ohe 
alſo, both a wolfe, and a wod 02 a mad wolfe 
T be Foſter. The reaſons which ye haue made 
(as my thinke well 1 the — 
pture and naturall reaſan) make me beleue

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good ſhepherdes, Humer. f there be ſo many 
wolues, as ye ſeme to graunt that there are, 
when as one wolfe doth moꝛe harme thẽ ten 
thouſand ſhepe do, me thinke that ye ſhoulde 
do wiſely and well fo: the cõmon wealth of 
Englande, if ye put vp a bill in the parlia⸗ 
ment houſe, fo: the deſtroiyng of excedinge 
nombꝛe of wolues. There was an act of par⸗ 
liament made foꝛ the deſtruction of roorce 
which deſtroied the cone , that onely fedde

an acte of parliamẽt be made, againſt the vn 
tollerable nomber of wolues, which not on⸗ 
lye burry and ſuppꝛeſſe the ſede of Goddes 
woꝛde, and deſtroy it for a time, roherewith 
mãnes ſoule ought to be fed: but alſo Fil mẽ⸗ 
nes bodies by open tyꝛanny. Foſter .. Let vs 
pear your iudgemẽt how this matter micht 
e bꝛought to paſſe. Humer. Ye muſte in ma⸗ 
ing an acte foꝛ this matter folowe a go 
phiſitian, which not only, healeth the p:eſerit 
diſeaſe on vexeth the ſick man, but aftcr that 
be bath healed him, geueth counſell and ap⸗ 
pointeth him a diet, as if he will Fepe it, the 
ſick (hall not fall in his olde diſeaſe againe. 
Euen ſo muſte you playe the phiſicians vnto 
your mother the cõmon welthe of England, 
ye muſt not oy deliuer Englande of theſe 
wolues that Fe haue nowe, but alſo pꝛouide

IJ woulde not fil the, 
althoughe J knowe well that ſome of them 
woulde fill me. But me thinke it were well 
done, firſt to put al the popiſhe biſhoppes of 
England downe, a to aſſaye if al theſe þ are 
now wolues, both biſhoppes g other, myght 
be bꝛought to he right ſhepherdes .

ſtoꝛes, to make them vp honeſt linings with 
all. Foſtter. It ſhalbe moe caſe to pul out the 
mace out of Hercules hande, then to get the 
fatte parſonages out of their handes,Þ haue 
them nowe. Hunter. All they p are right meſſe 
hating goſpellers, which defie Simonie , & 
rooulde haue the wolues out of Englande, 
would be glad to depart with ſuche liuings, 
as they haue bought by ignoꝛaũce, not know 
png that the Pope had ſtollẽ, nay rather rob 

ed and taken by tyꝛanny, all ſuche lyuinges

But if theſe churche rob⸗ 
bers (foꝛ ſo J call them 125 bye that thinge 
which they knowe is ſtollen from Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtes churche, and will not deliner it vp vnto 
the churche againe that whiche they haue 
bought and receiued of Þ robber the Pope) 
wil not reſtoꝛe them againe:let them be com 
pelled therto by an acte of parliament, oꝛ if 
ye be to weake in the parliament houſe to c6= 
pell them, then let all the reſte of the church 
excõmunicate them, and take the for theues 
and 
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and churche robbers. When as the churche 
is reſtoꝛed vnto her right againe, if that they 
that haue the patronages and giſtes of bene 
fices, might geue them to whõ they liſt, then 
woulde they foz money ſet in wolues as they 
had wont to do of late, and ſo were we in as 
euel caſe almoſt, as we were in befoꝛe. Ther 
foꝛe all they that haue any patronages oꝛ gif 
tes of benefices, muſt geue them vp vnto 1 
churches to whome , the pꝛeſentation g chu⸗ 
ſing of their paſtoꝛes doth belonge. Foꝛ 
rede that this auctoꝛite that gentilmen and 
biſhoppes haue now, came from the Pope, 
who graunted alwayes the gift of the bene⸗ 
fice vnto him that ether bylded the churche, 
oꝛ ſuffered it to be bylded on his grounde. 
In the pꝛimatiue churche the hole congrega 
cion chuſed the paſtoꝛes, and that by voices, 
and ſomtime by lottes, as ye may ſe in 5 firſt 
of the actes of the Apoſtles, and in the. xiiij. 
In the firſt of the actes Matthias and Jo⸗ 
ſeph were pꝛeſented, oꝛ ſet vp by Þ hole chur⸗ 
che, and Matthias was choſen, by p fallyn 
of the lottes. In the. xi. of the actes, the 
poſtles with the church made elders in eue⸗ 
ry congregacion by voices. And in the pꝛi⸗ 
matine churche this maner was long Fepte, 
as both olde ſtoꝛies, and auncient wꝛitters 
beare witnes. Foſſer. The cõmon ſoꝛte of peo⸗ 
ple, is a wilde beaſt with many ö 
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ſoꝛe if the people ſhould haue the choſyng of 
their paſtoꝛes, we ſhould not onely haue ma⸗ 
ny 3 14 wie ſomtime great fighting 
Humer. The cõmon people in dede, whiche is 
not inducd with - ſpꝛite of God, is as it 
were a wilde beaſt with many hedes. But 
the comõ people 15 is baptiſed in the 


name of chriſt, and the ſprit of god, is 
more lit to chuſe an honeſt be dad then a 
blinde biſſhop oꝛ couetous carle, that wil let 
no man haue the benefice, excepte he paye 
muche foꝛ it. Foz God made a promiſe vnto 
the churche and vnto the cõmon people, but 
not vnto this biſhop or that biſhop, to this gẽ 
tilman, and that gentilman. When the cõmõ 
people had the auctoꝛite, and pꝛeſenting and 
chuſing of paſtoꝛes, there were a great deale 
of mo, and moꝛe honeſt paſtoꝛes, then there 
bath ben ſence that 2 that one biſhop oꝛ 
one gentilman chuſed, pꝛeſented oꝛ ſet vp, 
the paſtoꝛes, oꝛ ſhepherdes as they do nowe 
a dayes. To whom was this ſaid 7 I ſhalbe 
with you vnto the ende of the woꝛlde? The 
biſhoppes and gentilmen only:oꝛ to the hole

then haue not biſhoppes and gentilmen 
this pꝛomiſe alone, except they be ioyned 
with the churche. Then when as thev be ſon 
dered and parted from the churche, they has 
ue not this pꝛomiſe of the holy goſte. Wher⸗

foreſt it is not wonder that we haue ſo many 
euel paſtoꝛcs, whet as ther ar ſuch holy goſt 
les pꝛeſenters, chuſers and benefice geuers. 
But leſt there ſhould he founde many amõg 
the Cheiſtianes, whiche woulde fleſhely aſten 
frendſhippe, chuſe ſuche paſtoꝛes, that Iver. 
nought:it were not-amiſſe ; after that all the 
olde lyuynges were reſtored, vnto th the chur 
agayne:that in euery pariſhe, certaine of the 
godlyeſt and wyſe men, ſhoulde be choſen 
which ſhould not onely choſe and pꝛeſent vp 
aſtoꝛes; to be admitted but alſo he ioyned 
with tho paſtoꝛes in excõmunicationʒ ę dea 
lyng the almes of the churche, to the pouer⸗ 
tie of euery pariſhe. And N would that euery 
lytle pariſhe ſhoulde haue ſeuen ſuche at the 
leſte, and euery meane ehurche. xiij. and eue⸗ 
rye great churche . xxiij· If theſe had the ſame 
autoꝛitie of chuſyng , and preſcnryng Pa 
ſtoꝛes, that nowe bi hoppes and gentilmen 
haue: doute not but on we ſhould haue, a 
great deale fewer wolues in the realme thẽ 
we nowe haue. Foſter. f that ye would haue 
no ſuche biſhoppes as we now haue that 
all paſtores ſhould be a lyke and none aboue 
another, when the 2 — is Reade who 
ſhall admit the newe ore to his office, & 
who ſhall indge beter he thatthe churche 
preſenteth be worthy to be alowed 02 no? 
Hater, 7. As the Apoſtles had authoꝛitie to a= 
Ci, lowe

lowe and admit Elders in their time, ſo is 
it mete that they that are ſucceſſours of the 
Apoſtles nowe, haue the ſame auctoꝛite, and 
for the auoiding of confuſion, and foꝛ main 
tenance of good order, J would that in eue⸗ 
ry ebe in England ſhould be at 5 leſte 
ilij.biſhoppes, IJ meane no mittred noꝛ loꝛd⸗ 
lye, no racchetted biſhoppes, but ſuche as 
ſhould be choſen out ofthe reſt of the clergie, 
Everp ere not for euer, which ſhould be ho 
neſt learned mT, preachers & graduates, if ſo 
— coulde be found. I woulde that theſe 

md haue authoritie to examin and admit 
al the Elders that ſhalbe ſet vp, and choſen 
thorow out all the hole dioceſe, and that they 
ſhould haue, all ſuche authoritie in all mat⸗ 
ters of religion, and the eecleſiaſtical gouer⸗ 
nement, as the late lordly and pompoſe = 
ſhoppes had. And ſpecially to admit lawfull 
miniſters, to depoſe and put downe nough⸗ 
ty miniſters, to examin heretifcs, and to ap⸗ 
point poniſhment , not only for the clergie p 
offendeth, but alſo for the cõmon people do⸗ 
yng any offence, woꝛthy any eccleſiaſtical po 
niſhment, reſerued alwaies authoꝛitie to ex⸗ 
comunicate, to euery paſtoꝛe with the elders 
of the churche, within his owne pariſhe, and 
that onely for ſuche matters, as the ſcripture 
would that mẽ ſhould be excomunicated for.

Theſe biſhoppes muſte be choſen by the voi⸗ 
ces of all the paſtoꝛes in the ſhire, and as for 
te nombre of them, if the dioſes be greate, 
t 


ere may be halfe a doſen oꝛ mo, as it ſhalbe 
ought expediẽt vnto the loꝛdes and Fnigh- 
tes of the parliament, for the glorie of God, 
and the profite of the 5 ew; roſe If this 
might ſo be brought to paſſe: Ithinke that 
we ſhould haue fewer wolues, then we noro 
haue, and perchance none at all. But what 
wolde ye do with all the biſhoppes landes, 
and with all the cathedrall churches in En⸗ 
glandꝛit appereth that ye care not foꝛ the ca⸗ 
thedrall churches what ſhoulde become of 
them. Hier. I would that the biſhoppes lã⸗ 
des ſhould be diuided into. iiij. partes where 
of I would wiſhe that the firſt parte, ſhoulde 

be geuen to amende preachers liuinges.

As 
farre as J perceiue if pe were in the parlia⸗ 
ment houſe againe, ye ſhould earne but ſmal 
thanke of the Quenes — foꝛ ye ge 
ne in all pour dealinges, not a . e vnto the 
Quene.
